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A MISTAKE SOMEWHERE. 
~The Quebec Daily Chronicle of Dee. 
22n¢, publishes whsi purports to be 


an interview with D. D. Mann,  vice- 
president of the Canadiar Norihern, on 
the subject of the proposed Grand 


Trunk l'aciite scheme. Quebec is ap 


parently intensely hostile to the Grand 
Trunk schéime, and the Chronicle voices 
the opinion uf Quebec It guoves Mr. 
Mann as saying; 

“The people oi the West do ngi look 
opon ibe ureand Trung scheme with 
enthusias!ic iavpr. Some ime ago ihac 
company’s agents went to Edmonign 
with the object of nego iaiing “or a 
large tract of land to erect a siation, 
elevatgrs ete. Mr. Mackenzie and my- 
seli,iver® a distance away on our line 
at the ‘ime, and twp days later, the 
mayor oi Edmonton, accompanied by a 
deputation of leading cliizens, came 
to meet us, when they informed us of 
the iacts, adding thac they did not 
want the Grand frunk io come to \héir 
town. It was noi going to work for 
Csenada but for the poris of New; York, 
Boston and Portland, and. if their pro- 
ducts were ta be carried east for ship- 
ment they preferred thai a Canadian 
roid, and noi one with American 
leanings, should do the work. They 
wanted the products of the country 
shipped through Mnadian channels 
and not American, and they alid no: 
propose to work for 40,000 English 
bondholders who cared so little for 
Canada as to encourage American 
ports in preference to Canadian. Be- 
sides there was money enough in Can- 
ada now to tuild our own = railronds, 
which should be invested and the in- 
terest kepi in ithecountry instead ef 
being allowed to go ‘ibrpad.” 

In case readers of the above mihi 
imagine that the worchy mayor and 
leading citizens of Edmonton had iaken 
leave of their senses the Bulletin bers 
to say that in the first place it does 
mot believe that Mr. Mann ever said 
what the Chr5nicle says he said. in 
any case it is hound to say from | per- 
sonal knowledge that no sach ideas 
were advanced by the mayor or any of 
the leading citizens, on the occasion 
mentioned. And it has every reason io 
believe that no such ideas are held by 
any one in Edmonton or surrounding 
district. While of comrse as Canadians 
they would preicrto see Canadian 
irade handled ecutirely from Canadian 
ports and are prepared to go a reason- 
able distance to secure thai end they 
are not willing to go quiie wo far as 
to reiwse increaged and improved trans 
portation facilliies on that acconat. In- 
deed a ward to the hronicle and its 
readers In Qucbec on that subject mizht 
not be amiss. The people af the Wesi 
Jelieve that ihey are doing thei: share 
in the upbuilding of Canada by making 
productive the natural resources of 
their part of the country, and they 
look 10 their fellow, citizens of ™ the 
ocean ports to do their share in2amprov- 
ing and developing the faellities as 
those ports > that they can handle 
economically and in competiiugu the 
traific which the .Wesi creates. It is 
a litile too much {o expect’ the West te 
ereate the traffic, .o provide pori facil- 
ities and to refuse transpertauom § ex- 


cepi to thees ports.. 


Another word as to Edmon.on’s posi- 
tion towards the Canadian Nerthern 
and the Grand Tronk Paci Durlag 
the time of \he vesiis of the magnates

HOCKEY RINE. 

The new hockey and curling rinks are 
now completed. They have an imposing 
and handsome outside appearance and 
are roomy and convenient inside. They 
will compare most favprably with the 
best rinks in the largest cities, and are 
a monument to the ent2rprise of the 
proprietor, 2. Secord, M. L. A., to the 
skill of the archizect, :1. D. Jonnson, 
and the workmanshio of the conirac- 
tor. R. J. Manson, The Bulletin has 
secured from the architect the follow- 
ing complete and technical descrip- 
tion of the bockey rink and of the prin- 
ciple of its construction. An arch ef 
831-2 feet diameter, built only of inch 
bourds and supporting an immens® roof 
ix suifietently remarkable to be well 
worth the study of ali interested in 
structural work. ‘ 

The hockey rink is semt-circular in 
shape, that is the side walls, and roof 
form an half circle, whose diameter is 
31-2 feet and length 204 feet, sup 
aorted by niee half circular trusses 
constructed on the Howe principle. 
They are spaced 18 1-2 feet [rom cen- 
tre to centre, and the foot of | each 
truss is sunk into the ground 4 feet, 
resting apon 12x12 inch timbers, which 
latter also are set upon concrete 
blocks. Both the upper and lower 
cherds of truss are braced to the 
foundation with 10x12 Inch timbers, 
placed at an angle of 45 degrees with 
ihe truss, matched and bolted to 
foundation timbers and, upper and low- 
er chords. Each truss is formed by an 
upper and lower chord, built up of six 
j-inch boards, with 2 inch centre 
plank cut to the vequired radius, every 
alternate board and plank breaking 
joints over the one below, and spiked 


fe 


and bolted together. The depth of 
truss from top of upper chord to un- 
derside o% lower chord is 4 feet, and 
the span is divided into 40 panels by 
3-4 inch wrought iron tension rods, 
bolted through upver and lower chords. 
abutting at an angle of 35 degrees 
| against the angle. biocks of chords. The 
timber supports of ihe truss together 
with the feo: braces, and that portion 
of the truss below the ground level, 
are tarred 1s a preservative agairsi 
damp or moisture. It is intended. to 
case this portion of the work below 
ground with hard burnt brick set in 
cement: The weighi of each truss in- 
dependent of rafters and roof cover- 
ing ® about 2,500 Ibs, 

This method of construciion L e. a 
semi-circular truss having built up 
chords, gives the mintmum, weight with 


the maximum strength, outside of 
cpurse of a steel truss similar in 
shape. 


The front and rear ends of rink io 
gether wilh the pariiuon dividing the 
waiting roome from the mnk, are of 
2x6 inch etuding having 2x6 inch 
girths, diagonal braces and struis, 
formed half circular in shape te sult 
the radius of trusses. The rafters are 
2xfinches laid horizontally on trusses 
and covered with diagona! shiplap, to 
be covered eventually with felt or 
mica. roofing.
